Deben  Rural  District  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  year  1972. 

Vital  Statistics 


Whilst  the  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  has  fallen  from  16.0  to  14.8 
per  1000  population,  the  Standardised  rate  for  Deben  has  risen  slightly  from 
14.4  to  14.6. 

Ogly  2 babies  were  stillborn  in  1972  as  compared  with  9 in  the  previous 
year.  The  Stillbirth  Rate  has  therefore  fallen  from  18,0  to  4.0  (National 
Rate  12.0). 

The  Standardised  Death  Rate  has  risen  slightly  from  9.2  to  9.4  but  it 
is  still  well  below  the  National  Rate  of  12.1. 

There  were  seven  deaths  in  children  under  the  age  of  1 year,  a decrease 
in  one  over  the  previous  year.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  15.0  per  1000 
live  births  (National  figure  17.0). 

In  the  table  of  Causes  of  Death  (page  8 ) it  will  be  seen  that  the  number 
of  deaths  from  Lung  Cancer  has  doubled.  There  has  also  been  an  increase  in 
deaths  from  Ischaemic  Heart  disease  (Coronary  heart  disease).  There  were  no 
other  significant  differences  in  the  table  from  the  previous  year.  55.1J&  of 
the  total  deaths  were  in  persons  aged  75  years  and  over. 

Notifiable  Infectious  Disease 


There  were  five  cases  of  food  poisoning  and  six  cases  of  infective 
jaundice  and  figures  for  other  diseases  are  to  be  found  on  the  table  on  page  11 
No  epidemics  occurred. 

Now  that  Local  Government  reorganisation  is  gathering  momentum  I am 
often  asked  "Where  does  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  fit  into  all  this?". 

It  may  therefore  be  helpful  to  try  to  look  into  the  future  and  to  set  out 
some  of  the  proposals  that  are  under  discussion.  County  Medical  Officers 
and  Medical  Officers  of  Health  will  no  longer  exist  on  1st  April,  1974.  They 
will  be  replaced  by  Regional  Medical  Officers,  area  Medical  Officers  and 
District  Community  Physicians.  These  doctors  will  no  longer  be  employed 
by  Local  Authorities,  but  will  be  incorporated  into  the  New  Health  Service 
together  with  the  General  Practitioner  Services  and  the  Health  Service. 

Tho  Local  Regional  Health  Authority  (No.  4)  will  cover  Cambridgeshire, 
Norfolk  and  Suffolk.  Cambridgeshire,  Norfolk  and  Suffolk  will  each  be  Area 
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Health  Authorities.  The  Suffolk  Area  Health  Authority  will  be  composed  of  East 
and  West  Suffolk  and  the  County  Borough  of  Ipswich. 

Each  Area  will  be  sub-divided  into  Districts  and  the  Districts  will  have 
hospitals  which  approximate  to  a District  General  Hospital..  These  Districts 
do  not  correspond  to  the  Mew  Local  Authority  Districts.  In  the  Suffolk  Area, 
there  will  be  Health  Districts  as  follows 

(1 ) Bury  St.  Edmunds  containing  Forest  Heath,  St.  Edmundsbury,  one  third  of 

Mid  Suffolk  and  half  of  Babergh. 

(2)  The  Ipswich  Health  District  comprising  two  thirds  of  Mid  Suffolk,  one  half 

of  Babergh,  Ipswich  and  Suffolk  Coastal  District. 

The  remainihg  adjacent  areas  in  the  counties  of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk  which 
it  has  been  agreed  should  constitute  a Coastal  Health  District.  It  has  not  yet 
been  dicided  (at  the  time  of  going  to  press)  whether  this  District  should  be 
the  responsibility  of  the  Norfolk  or  Suffolk  Area  Health  Authority. 

Each  Local  Authority  District  will  have  a department  of  Environmental 
Health.  Their  functions  will  correspond  to  those  of  the  present  Public  Health 
Departments,  but  there  will  no  longer  be  a Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The 
District  Local  Authority  will  look  to  the  corresponding  area  Health  Authority 
for  Medical  advice  and  support  and  the  Area  Health  Authority  will  arrange  to 
send  to  each  local  district  council  a specialist  in  community  medicine.  Where, 
however  in  non-metropolitan  counties  an  Area  Health  Authority  has  several 
Health  Districts,  this  doctor  will  be  the  appropriate  District  Community 
Physician.  He  will  be  appointed  with  the  agreement  of  the  District  Council 
concerned,  and  will  be  one  of  the  local  authority's  propee  officers  under. 
Section  112  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1972.  This  doctor  will  be  directly 
accountable  to  the  Local  Authority  for  the  work  he  carries  out  for  them. 

Local  authorities  will  look  to  the  Area  Health  authorities  and  the 
District  Community  Physician  for  Medical  or  Nursing  advice  on  a variety  of 
other  matters.  Many  details  have  yet  to  be  worked  out,  but  this  is  a broad 
outline  of  arrangements  for  the  future. 

No  doubt  there  will  be  teething  troubles  at  first,  but  with  goodwill  and 
tolerance  on  the  part  of  everybody  one  hopes  that  tfoese  will  be  overcome. 

I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  for  their  support  during  the  past  year_. 

I am  alec  very  grateful  to  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  the 
enthusiastic  and  competent  way  in  which  they  have  taakled  the  many  problems 
which  have  arisen  during  the  year,  and  also  for  the  great  amount  of 
unspectacular  but  very  necessary  routine  work  that  they  have  undertakers
